BELCHERTOWN - As part 
of a 15 months of the COVID- 
19 pandemic, the Belchertown 
Veterans Officer Charly Oliva 
held Memorial Day virtually, with 
small, socially distant gatherings. 

Like last year, Belchertown 
Community Television created a 
video for people to watch online to 
celebrate Memorial Day. 

Activities throughout the past 
two weeks in preparation of 
Memorial included flagging cem- 
eteries, which Veterans’ Graves 
Officer Vincent Viglioni and 
Assistant Veterans’ Graves Officer 
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Kathy Wood take great pride 
doing. 

Every year, the names of the 
veterans residing in the town’s 
cemeteries are collected and each 
grave 1s flagged. 

“People help us to do this every 
year,” said Wood. “This year our 
granddaughter helped. It’s a labor 
of love. (Vincent) and I are both 
veterans and both of us believe in 
this work.” 

Viglioni said he’s proud to be 
able to flag cemeteries each year. 

“T’m honored to do it,’ he said. 
“You see all the flags and they’re 
so pretty. They look like they’re 
waving at you, as if to say, “Thank 
you.”

BELCHERTOWN- -

BELCHERTOWN —- With a 
unanimous vote, the Selectboard 
opted to have the Annual Town 
Meeting inside of the Belchertown 
High School gym on Saturday, 
June 12 at 9 a.m. 

In a Selectboard meeting last 
Wednesday, Town Administrator 
Gary Brougham said he has 
been in constant contact with the 
Quabbin Health District Director 
Stephen Bell. 

“He was very supportive, I’m 
not saying it’s going to be open 
without any precautions, we will 
still control the traffic, provide a 
section for anyone who chooses to 
be masked,” he said. “There will 
be hand sanitizer. We will encour- 
age traffic in one door and out the 
other.” 

He said the air in the gym can 
be exchanged in 10 minutes or 
less, and the windows and doors 
can be kept open.

Beaver dam 


causes Gulf 
Rd. flooding

BELCHERTOWN - A beaver 
dam was the cause of Gulf Road 
flooding and shutting down last 
Friday. 

Around 6:30 a.m. on Friday, 
it was reported a beaver dam to 
the rear of a residence on North 
Gulf Rd sent about five acres 
of water down the road when 
the dam failed, according to 
Belchertown Town Administrator 
Gary Brougham. 

The water surged down 
Scarborough Brook into the 
pond at the Scarborough Brook 
Conservation area. 

“The brook was overwhelmed, 
taking with it a massive chunk of 
the embankment, causing trees to 
topple and washing chunks of the 
road and guard rail with it,’ said 
Brougham.

Baker rescinds COVID-19 
restrictions on May 29 


State of emergency 
terminated 
effective June 15 


BOSTON — Governor Charlie 
Baker joined Lt. Governor Karyn 
Polito, Secretary of Housing 
and Economic Development 
Mike Kennealy and Secretary 
of Health and Human Services 
Marylou Sudders to sign an 
Executive Order terminat- 
ing the Commonwealth’s State 
of Emergency effective June 15. 
The order also rescinds most 
COVID-19 restrictions, including 
limitations placed on business- 
es, as of tomorrow, May 29 as 
Massachusetts nears the goal of 
vaccinating four million residents. 
This week, the commonwealth 
passed the 3.5 million mark for 
fully vaccinated residents. 

“Today marks an import- 
ant milestone in our fight 
against COVID-19 here in the 
Commonwealth,” said Governor 
Baker. “Over the last 15 months, 
the residents of Massachusetts 
have shown an incredible amount 
of strength and resiliency, and we 
are pleased to take this step for- 
ward towards a return to normal.” 

“With restrictions ending 
tomorrow and continued prog- 
ress towards our vaccination 
goal, Massachusetts is on a path 
towards renewing our economy 
and returning to normal,” said Lt. 
Governor Polito. “We look for- 
ward to working with communi- 
ties across the state to help them 
get their main streets and down- 
towns back up and running and 


for a sustained recovery ahead.” 

Effective May 29, all indus- 
tries will be permitted to open. 
With the exception of remain- 
ing face-covering requirements 
for masks in public and private 
transportation systems, hospitals 
and other facilities housing vul- 
nerable populations, all industry 
restrictions will be lifted at that 
time, and capacity will increase to 
100% for all industries. All gath- 
ering limits will also be rescind- 
ed. 

To continue certain public 
health requirements, like requir- 
ing face coverings in certain set- 
tings, to remain effective past 
June 15, Governor Baker today 
issued a modified declaration of 
a public health emergency under 
the public health statute. 

Under this order, the Executive 
Office of Health and Human 
Services and the Department of 
Public Health will be propos- 
ing to the Public Health Council 
the continuation of some public 
health orders in the coming weeks 
to maintain flexibilities and pol- 
icies for vaccination, testing and 
other critical operations. 

Earlier this week, Governor 
Baker filed legislation to extend 
certain emergency measures 
currently in place via executive 
orders that are set to expire on 
June 15 with the end of the State 
of Emergency. The bill would 
extend measures providing for a 
temporary suspension of certain 
open meeting law requirements, 
special permits for expanded out- 
side dining at restaurants, and 
surprise billing protections for 
COVID-19 patients.

Lightning strike shuts down BCTV *

BELCHERTOWN —- While 
last week’s thunderstorm may 
have been mild, a nearby light- 
ning strike temporarily shut 
down Belchertown Community 
Television. 

During a joint Finance 
Committee and Selectboard meet- 
ing, the nearby strike caused the 
meeting’s livestream to be inter- 
rupted. 

“We were immediately 
knocked off the air,’ said BCTV 
Manager Lew Louraine. “I got to 
the station about 7:30 p.m. and 
was able to restart some of the 
equipment but was not able to get 
BCTYV back up and running.” 

The strike near the building dis- 
rupted the “delicate equipment.” 

“It was not fried but knocked 
out circuits and had to rebooted,’ 
Louraine said. 

BCTV remained off air for 
Thursday. 

As of Friday, May 28 Charter 
technicians confirmed that their 


transmitters were “dead.” 

They were able to find two 
transmitters in Chicopee and were 
able to install one. Channel 191 is 
back online. 

Channel 192 was not fixed until 
Tuesday, June | and Channel 193 
continues to pop in and out. 

As of Friday, BCTV reported: 

e Channel 191 — fixed 

e Channel 191 - streaming — 
fixed 

e Channel 192 - waiting 
for parts which should arrive 
Tuesday, June | 

e Channel 193 - time line to fix 
unknown but currently popping in 
and out 

e Internet Service - inside 
the building and outside to the 
“world” — fixed 

e Charter will be installing a 
UPS for the three transmitters on 
Tuesday 

BCTV can currently use 
GoToMeeting to go live on 
Channel 191 and to record to 
the Nexus for later broadcast on 
Channel 192. 

“We’ve had lightning strikes in

the past before shut down the sta- 
tion and reboot,’ Louraine said. 
This is the first time equipment 


has been broken by the electricity 
in the lines.” 


Belchertown Community Television ex- 
perienced technical difficulties after a 
nearby lightning strike last Wednesday.

“IT am confident we can con- 
duct this safe and efficiently,” 
Brougham said. “I wouldn’t be 
so confident if we chose to go 
back to the auditorium where 
the air exchange isn’t as easily 
obtained.” 

Selectboard member Nick 
Pucel said throughout the pan- 
demic he’s been deferring to the 
public health officials and would 
continue to do so. 

“One stipulation is that if they 
come up with something that says 
full stop, we should reconsider, 
but if things keep going as it is 
I don’t see any reason why we 
shouldn’t,” said Pucel. 

At its meeting on May 24, 
Selectboard members discussed 
their desire to hold the meeting 
indoors.

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Turner said the group met during 
that week to make a workable 
plan for an outdoor meeting, orig- 
inally slated to be on the track. 

The original plan includ- 
ed tents, portable toilets, two 
screens, speakers and micro- 
phones set up for 300 people to 
the tune of about $17,000. 

Selectboard member Jim 
Barry said considering the fact 
the state’s state of emergency is 
going to be lifted the week after 
the Annual Town Meeting, he 
proposed going back inside. 

“It’s a lot cheaper I think,” he 
said. “Considering the expense, 
the concern about the budget, the 
rate of vaccinations, considering 
we've been in the green in terms 
of new cases, I would propose 
going inside.” 

Turner said she recalled the 
town wasn’t going to mandate 
masks, but she had concerns. 

“A lot of people may have got-

ten their first vaccination, but not 
their second. One more meet- 
ing outside for everyone’s com- 
plete safety, that’s my opinion,” 
Turners said. “I’m a strong advo- 
cate for one last meeting outside.” 

Selectboard member Ron 
Aponte said he agreed with Barry. 

“I don’t see an issue having 
300 people in the gymnasium, I 
don’t think we would have six 
feet, but I think we could do some 
pretty good spacing in the gym,” 
Aponte said. 

Selectboard member Ed 
Boscher said he was a proponent 
of an indoor meeting as well. 

“T’ve been an advocate for 
being indoors since last year 
because the Board of Health said 
it was an acceptable venue,’ he 
said. 

Brougham said he would prefer 
the meeting inside as well.

BELCHERTOWN — The Clapp 
Memorial Library is happy to 
announce that the building will reopen 
for limited public browsing on June 
9. For the immediate future, brows- 
ing, with capacity limits and social 
distancing, will take place by appoint- 
ment during regular library hours on 
Tuesdays, Wednesdays, Thursdays, 
and Saturdays. Curbside pickup of 
materials will still be available on 
Mondays and Fridays. Library users 
will be allowed one half hour for 
browsing. Seating will not be avail- 
able during this early phase, nor will 
newspapers. Due to size and config- 
uration constraints, only one family 


at a time will be allowed to use the 
Children’s Room, by appointment. 
These procedures are in effect for the 
time being, but will change as we 
move into summer. 

Entrance into the building will be 
through the side door facing the town 
parking lot. Exit will be through the 
front door only. To maintain a safe 
environment for all of our patrons, 
masks will be required inside the 
building. Individuals who cannot wear 
a mask due to a medical condition 
should call the library for more infor- 
mation. 

Library materials are no longer sub- 
ject to quarantine, and the book drop 


will continue to be open 24 hours a 
day for the time being. 

“Library staff has worked very 
hard these many months to continue 
to provide the best and safest library 
services that we can” said Library 
Director Sheila McCormick. “We are 
extremely appreciative of the wonder- 
ful support we have received from our 
town and our community of users, and 
we are excited to begin to welcome 
people back.”

Granby ATM to tackle fire 
chief settlement, bylaws

GRANBY -— The Annual Town Meeting 
on Saturday, June 5 will be held in front of 
the Granby Jr/Sr High School at 9 a.m. to 
vote on 30 warrant articles. 

Town Administrator Chris Martin 
explained each of the articles. 

Article one and its subsections are a 
consent agenda to vote on “routine busi- 
ness” such as allowing the town to apply 
for grant funding, pay employees, etc. 

Article two proposes to rescind unspent 
money that was borrowed for the East 
Meadow School addition/renovation. 

Articles three and four propose to settle 
the ongoing matter of the former Granby 
Fire Chief John Mitchell who was termi- 
nated in July 2020 and has been in litiga- 
tion with the town. 

Article three proposes to pay a settle- 
ment of $225,000. 

“According to the strong chief law, 
the chief will remain the chief until he 
resigns, retires, turns 65, dies or is fired 
(for just cause), Martin said. “This arti- 
cle will allow us to close litigation (with 
Mitchell.) Until we reach a settlement, he 
is still the fire chief.” 

Article four proposes to rescind the 
strong fire chief law Granby voters adopt- 
ed in 1968. 

“This is good and bad,” Martin said. 
“The bad part is that under this law, until 
a chief retires, resigns, turns 65, is fired 
for just cause or dies they are still chief. 
The reason we want to get rid of it is that 
there is no oversight — hiring, firing — it’s 
whatever the Selectboard wants to do with 
the department. The reason why we went 
with the strong chief in the first place was 
to keep politics out of it.” 

Martin said his hope is that the town 
can move forward with a weak chief for 
the time being and potentially go back to a 


strong chief in the future. 

Voters will decide whether to fund tree 
removal in town for $100,000 — which 
is the third year of such appropriation, 
Martin said. These trees are ones that have 
been affected by gypsy moths and other 
invasive species. 

Article six proposes to fund highway 
paving operations for $200,000. Article 
seven proposes to fund the construction of 
a veterans’ memorial for $50,000. Article 
eight proposes to fund two students to go 
to Smith Vocational School. 

Article nine and 10 propose purchases 
for a new vehicle for the Fire Department 
and a cruiser for the Police Department. 

Another proposed appropriation will 
be for $291,500 for a new communica- 
tion system which will replace a two-way 
radio system currently being used, Martin 
said. 

Voters will also determine whether to 
fund the purchase of a truck with a plow, 
a single person lift, a snow blower attach- 
ment for a mower that was purchases last 
fiscal year, a mower, a loader and a tractor. 

Articles 18 through 20 propose to trans- 
fer funds in three different stabilization 
accounts. 

Article 21 proposes to fund the pur- 
chase of a pick up truck for the School 
Department. 

Articles 22 through 28 propose the town 
to allow transfers or appropriations for 
items including operating the municipal 
solid waste department, the ambulance 
department and others. 

Proposing to amend the zoning bylaw, 
if adopted, article 29 will allow the instal- 
lation of solar panels above parking lots. 

Article 30 proposed to amend the 
town’s Bylaws.

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IN THE GARDEN 


Early June spotlights 
specimen perennials 


he crazy heat we had for nearly two weeks straight 
pushed a lot of June perennials ahead. Then, the 
cold rain came and has them in a holding pat- 
tern. As I write, my peonies are 
budded up and I am crossing my 
fingers that they will bloom for 
my early June birthday. Read on 
to learn about peonies and two 
other plants known as specimen 
perennials. 

The word “specimen” has its 
own definition in horticultural 
terms. Specimen plants are spe- 
cial, prized for their ability to can 
stand alone in a border or foun- 
dation planting. They don’t need 
to be planted in a group of similar or differing plants to 
look their best. Simply put, one is enough! These types 
of plants are also known to be extremely hardy and long- 
lived. Nineteenth century gardeners must have certainly 
been aware of these attributes. The patterned beds in the 
Salem Towne garden at Old Sturbridge Village highlight 
three specimen perennials that bloom in June: Gas plant, 
baptisia and peony. 

Gas plant (Dictamnus albus) is probably the least 
known of the three. Stems are deep green and stiff, and 
even at close to three feet do not require staking. White 
flowers are borne on terminal spikes and are unique in 
that two of their five petals bend down to show-off sta- 
mens that curve skyward. The common name for this 
plant comes from the volatile oil that is given off by 
the flowers and in its seed pods, and can theoretically 
be ignited on a calm evening. In fact, William Prince’s 
catalog of 1831 notes that “this plant exhales inflamma- 
ble gas!” I have also learned first hand that the seed pod 
causes “photodermatitis.” Exercise caution when work- 
ing close to this plant or you too may end up with a star 
shaped burn on your skin! 

Gas plant is tough to propagate. It is rarely success- 
ful when divided, and seeds need to be stratified before 
being sown. Then they may take a good year or more to 
germinate and another couple of years for the plants to 
get to size. 

Baptisia (B. australis), commonly known as false indi- 
go, 1S another specimen that shines in June. The plant is 
reminiscent of lupine and suggests a family relation to 
other legumes. Gray-green foliage is pretty in its own 
right, until you see the beautiful deep blue-purple pea- 
like flower spikes that emerge in mid-month. Easily 
four feet tall and three feet wide, one plant is certainly 
enough per grouping. The size of the plant you purchase 
may lead you to think otherwise, though, since trans- 
plants are usually tiny and take a couple of seasons to 
establish. Site false indigo in full sun or partial shade in 
rich soil. Refrain from moving the plant once it reach- 
es full size or its deep tap root may be compromised. 
Blackish seed pods are hardly decorative on the plant, 
but do look nice in autumn decorations. 

My favorite specimen of all is saved for discussion 
last: the peony. Perhaps I am biased because I grew up 
with a division of my Babci’s (Grandmother’s) plant in 
my childhood garden. Frilly and bubblegum pink, this 
flower was always cut and put in a vase just in time for 
my birthday! The variety we had was likely “Monsieur 
Jules Elie’ introduced in 1888, and available in near- 
by New York in 1917. ‘Festiva Maxima’ is the white 
splashed red flowered variety grown at the Towne gar- 
den as well as in my home landscape these days, along- 
side a division of Babci’s plant. 

Choose a location that receives six or more hours of 
sun a day for your peony. If your soil is average, the 
addition of a balanced fertilizer may be all that is nec- 
essary at planting. Bear in mind that too much nitrogen 
will encourage lots of leaves but few roots and flowers. 
An established peony is drought resistant, but if spring 
rains are scarce, a weekly watering will promote good 
flowers. 

Heavy peony flowers, especially the old-fashioned 
types will no doubt bow down to the ground in the wind 
and rain unless staked. I usually pick some for the vase 
in the bud stage in an attempt to avoid this task, but 
nevertheless staking makes the plant nice and tidy and 
should be accomplished. Middle weight bamboo stakes 
inserted into the ground on the outer edge of the plant 
cut to three-quarters its height, work well. Run two rows 
of twine or jute at one third and two thirds up the bam- 
boo, respectively. Simply start by tying a knot on one 
stake, wrapping around the next and tightening as you 
go. If green bamboo and jute are used the staking will 
hardly be visible, especially if you don’t tighten so much 
that it looks unnatural. 

One year my peony buds wilted and dried up just 
prior to bloom. The culprit was botrytis. Good hygiene 
can reduce the risk of this fungus invading your garden. 
Each fall simply cut the stems of herbaceous peonies

As part of the Energy and Sustainability 
Committee, the “Green Grid’ subcommit- 
tee has been evaluating options to provide 
Belchertown households and businesses a 
cleaner sourced electricity supply. The goal 
is to maximize renewable energy content at 
an affordable rate. 

Programs such as Community Choice 
Aggregation and Green Municipal 
Aggregation have been used to accomplish 
this. Residents and small businesses par- 
ticipate at the community level, combining 
their purchasing power to buy energy with 
a higher renewable content from a compet- 
itive supplier at a bulk rate, commonly at 
a cost lower than the National Grid supply 
rate. Neighboring Towns that have done 
this include Hadley, Leverett, Deerfield, 
New Salem, as well as Great Barrington, 
Lenox, Shelburne, Colrain, and Charlton. 
Amherst is actively working on a GMA 
program. 

The first step in this process is approval 
through Town Meeting to allow the Select 
Board to pursue an aggregation program 
through an energy broker. This will be on 
the Warrant in the upcoming Town Meeting 
on Saturday, June 12. With a positive vote,

Her benefit as 
your spouse is 50% of the benefit you were 
entitled to at your full retirement age (66).

Day activities still honored Belchertown’s veterans who died 
serving their country. 

“For countless families across the nation, Memorial Day 
is a stark and often painful reminder of those who were 
never afforded the opportunity to be honored as veterans 
for their service to our country,” Oliva wrote in her speech. 
“Their sacrifice is a true expression of selfless service — one 
that no one would pick for themselves.” 

Oliva also shared a story about a solider who died while 
serving, Army Sergeant Ist Class Alwyn Cashe, who will 
become the first Black service member to receive a Medal 
of Honor for his actions in [Iraq or Afghanistan. He died after 
his vehicle struck a roadside bomb in Iraq. 

While the vehicle was on fire, Cashe acted quickly. 

“Drenched in fuel, he pulled the driver, who was still on 
fire, from the burning vehicle. Once those flames were put 
out, he returned to the (vehicle) only to have fire catch on his 
gas-soaked uniform,” Oliva said. “By the time he got each of 
the six other soldiers out alive, more than 70% of his body 
was covered in second- and third-degree burns.” 

Four of the soldiers died, as well as Cashe. 

“We may not know what was going through his mind, 
but we know Sergeant Ist Class Alwyn Cashe loved his 
soldiers,” Oliva said. “The harsh reality of war and military 
service in general, is that that everyone will make it home. 
Let us honor the memory of heroes no longer with us.”

Part of Gulf Rd and part of Rt. 9 were 
closed throughout the day Friday. 

Department of Public Works Director 
Steve Williams said upon the arrival of 
Conversation Administer Erica Cross 
arrived on scene, it was determined that 
there was no human involvement in the 
incident. 

“There doesn’t seem to be any human 
intervention with the dam failure, it was 
a natural dam failure,’ Williams said. 
“It’s pretty rare you would see (a dam) 
fail like this on a sunny morning but we 
did have some rain on Wednesday it came 
on the heels of two weeks with no rain. 
Sometimes beavers abandon dams and 
they last for years, other times they rot and 
fall apart — that’s probably what happened 
here.” 

“It’s an environmental situation at this 
point,’ Brougham said. “Beavers are 
a protected species. Being familiar with 
the region, Gulf Rd is a headway to the 
Daigle Well, a primary source of drinking 
water for Belchertown and the Scarborough 
Brook has historically held a population of 
native brook trout. The brook flow path and 
environmental significance have perhaps 
been permanently scarred.” 

Williams said the department was able to 
respond on scene and begin to make tem- 
porary repairs after the water receded. 

“We spent most of the day making 
repairs to keep traffic going through,” he 
said. “We’ve been monitoring it over the 
weekend and in the next weeks making 
permanent repairs in areas we can and 
assessing our options.” 

He said the work will be ongoing for “a 
few months.” 

“Our primary goal is to keep access to 
homes in the area and make sure emergen- 
cy vehicles can get in and out and it’s pos- 
sible for traffic,’ Williams said. 

Williams said he’s not sure where the 
department is going to find the funding to 
repair the road, but the work will involve 
resurfacing, slope repairs and other work. 
Williams estimates the cost will be at least 
$100,000.

already reached her own full retirement 
age (FRA), but your wife’s spousal benefit 
doesn’t grow beyond what she’s entitled to 
at her FRA. Her own Social Security retire- 
ment benefit, however, grows by .667% 
per month until she is 70, at which point 
it reaches maximum (32% more than her 
FRA benefit amount). So, the question is, 
which will be higher: her spouse benefit, 
or her age 70 benefit? If the answer is her 
spousal benefit, then she should claim that 
now. But if the answer is her age 70 ben- 
efit, waiting until she is 70 makes more 
sense. 

There is, however, another option which 
would work even better if your wife’s own 
benefit at age 70 will be her highest. Since 
you are already collecting, and because

your wife was born in 1953, she is eligible 
to file a “restricted application for spousal 
benefits only.” Doing so would allow her 
to collect her 50% spouse benefit from you 
now, while still allowing her own Social 
Security retirement benefit to grow to 
maximum at age 70. That would give your 
wife half of your FRA benefit amount each 
month, while she simultaneously maxi- 
mizes her own Social Security retirement 
benefit. Then at age 70, when her personal 
benefit reaches maximum, she can switch 
to her own higher benefit. I suggest that 
your wife get a Statement of Estimated 
Benefits from Social Security to determine 
if her age 70 benefit will be higher than 
her spouse benefit. If so, she can file the 
“restricted application for spouse benefits 
only” and then simply wait until she is 70 
to switch from her spouse benefit to her

own higher benefit (32% more than her 
FRA amount). 

Note that this “restricted application for 
spouse benefits only” option is no longer 
available to anyone born after January 1, 
1954, but is still available to your wife 
because she was born before that. Unless 
her spousal benefit will be her highest, I 
suggest that your wife file the “restricted 
application for spouse benefits only” which 
will give her 50% of your FRA benefit 
amount (including COLA awarded since 
then). She should also ask for 6 months 
retroactive spouse benefits since she was 
eligible to do this at her FRA. 

The easiest way for your wife to get her 
Statement of Estimated Benefits is by using 
her personal “My Social Security” online 
account. If she doesn’t yet have an online 
account with Social Security, it 1s easy to

Bay State Summer Games returning this year 


WOBURN -— The Bay State 
Games are pleased to announce 
that after the cancellation of all 
2020 Summer Games events due 
to the COVID-19 pandemic, plans 
are well underway to hold over 
two dozen sports at the 39th annu- 
al Games this Summer. 

“The last live Bay State 
Games event was held on March 
1, 2020,” said Bay State Games 
Executive Director, Kevin 
Cummings. “For the past several 
months we have been monitoring 
state protocols and working with 
our venue partners with hope that 
we could host events this summer. 
The recent updates by the EEA 
regarding youth and adult amateur 
sport activities will allow us to 
proceed with many of our events. 
We are excited to be able to pro- 
vide opportunities for athletes 
who have waited, in some cases 
for over a year, to participate in 
the sports they love. 

While many events will pro- 
ceed, the athlete experience and 
format may be different in 2021 
as policies will be implemented 
to ensure the safety of all athletes, 


coaches, officials, and spectators. 
“We are working with event orga- 
nizers, sport governing bodies, 
individual venues, local boards of 
health, and the Bay State Games 
medical team to develop safety 
protocols for each event,” said 
Cummings. Protocols for each 
sport will be available on the Bay 
State Games website. 

The first live event to return 
will be Figure Skating on June 12 
at the Nashoba Valley Olympia 
Rink in Boxborough. Normally 
held in the Winter Games in the 
Berkshires, this event was post- 
poned due to COVID-19. Over

strict mask and social distancing 
guidelines. Showcase sport try- 
outs in baseball, basketball, field 
hockey, ice hockey, lacrosse, 
soccer, softball, and volley- 
ball will take place at statewide 
venues throughout the month of 
June with competitions held in 
July. After the cancellation of 
the 2020 Summer Games, Bay 
State Games has also adjusted the 
eligibility requirements to allow 
graduating seniors to compete in 


the showcase sports. In order to 
be eligible, the senior must have 
either already competed in Bay 
State Games in the past or have 
been registered for the 2020

except baseball, may qualify for 
the team using this eligibility 
requirement. 

Many individual sports are also 
confirmed with events in archery, 
pickleball, shooting sports, 
weightlifting, and others.
